ASENSATIONAL ARIIEST.

Well Known Attorney Jailed on a Se-
rious Charge.

From 2 o'clovk list night to 8 o'clock this
morning were tho busiest, wildest six hours
the police hnve known for mony o week.
WIth the excoption of about thivty minutes
one mwan wias kopt busy continually rocording
the nomes and particulars tegarding the londs
of prisoncrs which the patro! wagon brought
up to the door of the station, Among the many
canses of arrest wore  burglary, shooting,
fighting, adultery, drunkenness, ‘ete,
The most sensational avrest of ally however,
oveurred at 12015 this morning when Officer
King marched into the station with a real
funny appearing man, who upon close ob-
servition was discovered to e none other
than Lawyer Frank K. Munn, the well known
police conrt attorney,  His funny appearance
wits due to the faet thiat his wearing appinil
congistad of a 1ittle hoy's paiv of pants which
redched. searealy below his knees, and far
from  his waist; a little boy's jucket, the
sleeves of which came searvecly to his elbows,
and coversd about’ one-thind of lhis back,
while on his head was o vory small boy's hat,
which fitted b like a postage stamp on o
potittog,

Munits wias in distress—anid he was in some-
Ehinge else el up to his cars—deep dnd hor
e, The story is best told by go-
a short Lime,

Not muany weeks ago the wifeof J. E.
Kuowles, the woell known  contreactor  and
builder, commenced  proceadings aguinst hor
husband for divoree.  The move cansed guite
a stmsation, ns both ave so woll known, They
lived very happily, so the world supposed,
and the world thought the wife was intend-
g torwithdew her pietition from the courts,
as the  two  continusmd 1o live together
in their handsomely  Murnished  suite
of rooms at Fifteenth  and Capltol avenue,

Munnowas Mrs: Kuowles” attorney in the
divores ma ,and sinee the aotion was
started Mre, Knowles has had his suspicions
aroused that the two were unduly intimate,
Last night he eanne home, and before entovins
by peered through the window, sort of Inei-
demtally,  He suw hisowife and Muin in g
situntion which would iave made o less cooley
blooded hinsband draw. his pistol, it he had
one,  and  shoot Muun  déad. With-
drawing  from the  scene,  which  was
the worst dmngionuble;, he got o friend to
come annd look upon the crime. Then he
quictly sout for o policeman. By this time
Munn and the worun had  retived togethor.
While the policoman wos coming M, Knowles
slipped dnto tho  room, .‘ifl'#lil.hil’\' aeizml
Munn’s clothes and slipped out_asain. Then
the aficer avvived and  the guilty paie were
tuken from ench other's very arms,

The seene thut ensyged! Don’t,. niention it!

Munn would have been tuken to jail in the
one scanty guement of underwear which he
wore at the time, but just by chanee o neigh-
bor contributed the pair of boys' pants and
the little cont.

Me, Knowles will keep Munu's elothes and
will produce them in court this morning,

When asked what he hed to say for him-
soll, Munn suid e wos dreink, thovgh ho
secmeil more sober than four judges, and
tulkedd steaight us o steing, Adultery wis
the charge put against him on the Jail books.
~ Mus. Knowles will bo areested this  mom-
ing, as her husbond said he dido't like Lo see
hier go and spepd the night in joil,
